The Way of Zionism. 


THERE is little that we need add to the article which we reprint 
from yesterday's JeEwisn Wortp upon the speech delivered by the 
COLONIAL SecrReETARY to the Arabs in Palestine. It deals with the 
matter in searching detail. We, however, desire to call attention 
to it ; because the time is surely long overdue, when the Jewish people 
should understand where and how they are going in the Palestine adven- 
ture. The Zionist Organisation apparently has become reduced to only one 
policy, that of gathering in money for the work it carries on jn Palestine and 
inter alia, of course, the quite legitimate one from its point of view 
of providing funds for its own maintenance. It seems to adapt 
everything to precisely those purposes and nothing further concerns 
it. It is a policy of opportunism directed wholly to one considera- 
iion—on which side the bread is buttered! But even the Zionist 
Organisation should be roused by such a speech as that made by Mr. 
Amery, in which he declared that, pace the Balfour Declaration, the 
jovernment did not intend to encourage any true Zionist aspirations in 
Palestine. Mr. Amery, to be sure, merely stood by the Churchill 
Memorandum, the concurrence by the Zionist Organisation in which 
we at the time protested against with all the vehemence we could 
command. Our objection was airily pooh-poohed by the Zionist 
leaders, who assured their supporters that the Memorandum was 
bat evanescent and of no consequence. We have no desire, however, 
to enter here into recriminations and it is sufficiently distressing to find 
from Mr. Amery’s speech confirmed, we note, by that of the Hon. 
OrmsBy-GorRE, on Wednesday night, that the Zionist Movement has come 
to mean something as follows: An Arab State is to be built up in a 
Palestine redeemed from the decay of ages. It is to remain virtually the 
possession of the British Crown of which, it is hoped, it will be one 
of the bright gems. The Arabs may do much or little in the upbuilding 
of the country which the British Government is to administer, so long 
as the cost is not too great. For the rest, the Jewish people are to find 
the thought, the. muscle, the energy, the men, the enterprise and the 
money—in fact everything. What are the Jewish people to get in 
return ? Nothing, says Mr. Amery, that they would not have had without 
any Balfour Declaration, without any Mandate and without the work of 
rebuilding now expected of them as a people, and nothing Jews individually 
do not possess in every civilised country, the right to develop their own 
communities and to live their own cultural life. Hardly a favourable 
bargain for Jews, and as wide as the poles are asunder from the bargain into 
which they entered, or thought they were entering, in 1917 ! No wonder Mr. 
Oruspy-Gore piteously pleaded for “ No Politics !’ Even he has not the 


temerity to call this arrangement for the Jews regarding Palestine, politics, 
the essential element of which is business. He calls it ‘idealiem.”’ I> is 
a pretty word, but we should think that many another and less sweet- 
sounding would fit the position far more accurately. We suppose that to 
suggest any thing like consistency in idealism would shock Mr. Onusvy (iorr. 
Otherwise, we would remind him how in 1917, when he and others 
were getting Jews to enter into the bargain that is turning out such a poor 
one for them, he declared that “ The Jewish claim to Palestine is to my 
mind overwhelming.” ‘I feel that behind it all (*° the return of Palestine 
to be the Jewish Home”) “ is the finger of Almighty God!" We leave our 
good friend to justify his speech and that of his chief in Palestine, with 
his call to Jewish idealism. We Jews have plenty of the stuff, but we 
have not a monopoly and our supply has its limits ! 


The United Synagogue Meetings. 

A rerveat of the agenda of the meetings to be held at the variou: 
constituent Synagogues of the United Synagogue next Sanday, would seem 
to indicate that religiously these institutions are in such a satisfactory 
condition, that no one can even suggest any means for improvement 
or alteration. We wish we could believe that the absence of any 
reference to the main purpose for which these Synagogues are institute 
were really a sign of the gratifying state to which we have referred. Unfor- 
tunately we cannot, with any sense of fairness to ourselves, think any- 
thing of the kind ; and we are therefore compelled¢o conclude that through- 
out the whole range of Metropolitan Synagogues, there pervade religgous 
carelessness and a disposition to let things be as they are, though it mean 
still more religious drift and the further attenuation of Jewish allegiances 
to the faith. We doubt not that this attitude is the result of vears of 
intensive cultivation of the idea that all that matters with these 
Synagognes is whether they can appear on the great judyment da) 
of “Budget Night,” as surplus or deficit Congregations. We recal) 
the days not so long ago when the Treasurers of the United Synavowns 
were wontto frown dingily and reproachfully at the Representatives 


at Council, of Synagogues which could not make their accounts balance, 


reserving their smiles and graces for those that could bring to the 
common fund something out of the year’s working. Indeed, various 
privileges. were contrived for surplus Synagogues and various disabilities 
for deficit ones: The result cannot be surprising, because, as a vreat 
teacher put it, Ye cannot serve God and Mammon! And the United 
Synagogue policy was persistent in giving Mammon the large preference. At 
one Synagogue, we observe, it is proposed to set money-lenders as a class apart 
and to cast upon them a permanent aspersion. We hope that this very unfair 
and totally unjust resolution will not be carried, for some reasons that are 
advanced by our contributor “ Menrox” in his causerie this week, but 
chiefly because Jews themselves have suffered quite enough from prejudice 
against a whole class without differentiation of individuals, for them to 
have learnt the evil of the practice. On the other hand, at some of the 
Synagogues the question of female franchise is being raised, and we hope 
that in every case that Cause will prevail. When women can be members 
of Parliament—and a brilliant Jewess served admirably recently as Vice- 
Chairman of the London County Council—it is surely crass obsolescence 
to argue that a woman because she is a woman is unfitted to help in the 
management of a Synagogue. 


Mixed Burials. 


Tuere has been considerable discussion of late on the question of 
mixed marriages, that is marriages between Jews and non-Jews. A kindred 
topic that ought not to be neglected is that of mixed burials. To be 
sure, they are not at all of equal importance, except, perhaps, on the 
score of sentiment. Mixed marriages may well wreak havoc with 
the community and, indeed, tend to its utter ruin as a community, 
We cannot think that if every Beth Hayim were closed and our dead 
disposed of in general cemeteries, there would be more than a violent 
and mischievous rupture of a valuable sentiment and a long step taken 
away from that segregation that is the life-being of Jews. Still, it is, 
conceivable that the desire that has remained with Jews from the 
earliest times until now of their being gathered to their people at death 
might fail, and yet the Jewish people survive. It certainly cocld not 
if mixed marriages became much more general than they are. But 
the strength of this sentiment of Jewish burial seems still virtually 
impregnable. Not only do Jews, who all their lives refuse to identify them- 


selves with Jews or Judaism, take the utmost precautions that when dead 


they shall rest in ground consecrated according to Jewish rites, but 
various sections of our people persist in claiming their own special ~ God's 
acre,’ Thus a Reform Jew has to be consigned for his eternal rest on one 
side of a footpath, on the other of which Sephardis lie in peace. The 
“ Liberal’ Jew elects to be buried in ground, albeit in the same plot, yet 
fenced away from the deceased of the United Synagogue ; while 8 
“ Federationist’” elects to repose in specially reserved ground ab 
Edmonton. Ought such a strong and abiding sentiment, one that actually 
binds Jews as closely as it does to Judaism (for it is an undeniable 
fact that large numbers of Jews are members of Synagogues only in 
order. to secure Jewish burial rights), to be lightly tossed. aside by the 
aiding and abetting of Jewish Ministers ? The other day, a Jew who ~ 
his lifetime had kept himself entirely aloof from the community, died an 
was buried ina Christian burying place. But the burial ceremony was 
bifurcated, the Rev. Vrvias Simmons providing part of it, or a preliminary 
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service which was announced to be for near relatives of the deceased—all 
his daughters had, by the by. married outside the faith. It will be re- 
collected how some time ago, the Rev. Morars Josern performed the first 
part of a burial where the deceased was likewise interred in a non-Jewish 
cemetery. We cannot but think that apart altogether from the inroad 
upon the by no means valueless Jewish sentiment to which we have referred, 
this sort of thing is, to say the least, undiguitied. If a Jew dies and his 
relatives, probably in accordance with his expressed wish, desire that he 
shall be buried with Christian rites, why go through the absurdity— 
we had almost said hypocrisy—of rendering a Jewish service’ Surely 
the worthy gentleman over whose remains Mr. StuMons prayed, needed 
euch Svnagogal office much less when he was dead than when he was 
alive. He would have resented such attention when™he was able to, 


and for us Jews to come in, literally at the death, just to show that this 


not undistinguished man was born into Judaism to which he was always 
disloyal, strikes us as exploiting Judaism for a disposition to cringe humbly 
before those who in life (like the relatives they leave behind them) 
are endowed with the material good things of this world, The 
practice, in any case, is inconsistent and must lead to chaos and 
confusion. There may be much to be said against the burial senti- 
ment which Jews almost universally favour, but. there is surely nothing to 
be said for a sort of running in and out, where a man who has departed 
this life is favoured with a Jewish burial service added to a Christian 
inferment, as if to award him . .... the best of both worlds.

‘Money-Lenders. 


By Mentor. 

FEW days ago, a poor woman applied to one of the Metropolitan 
Magistrates asking him to stay the hand of her landlord who 
sought to evict her. She was indebted to him to the extent of 
£14, had lived in the house for upwards of ten years. Her 
husbgnd was out of work ; she had eight children, four of whom were 
seriously ill with throat trouble and one mentally afflicted. The magis- 
trate, it need scarcely be said, afforded her some immediate relief and 
appealed to the charitable public to come to her further aid. The case 
was referred to in a number of papers as one of harsh landlordism. Yet 
it would surely be unfair to denounce the landlord out of hand, as unkind 
or exiguous. It was one of those cases which appear from time to time as 
sore nodules upon the rent system. That system is a pullar of the 
Capitalist régime ; aud we have no right in justice, especially without 
knowing all the circumstances, to say unkind things of the particular land- 
lord who became involved in this system in the way I have mentioned. 
It is, again, a mere kicking against the pricks to objurgate against the 
Capitalist system, because it throws up so heart-rendmyg an incident. 
Because the system is there ; and there has been‘ none hitherto devised 
that, having regard to human nature and the individualistic instinct 
born in map, can replace it. . The antithetical régime known as 
Socialism, or its abnormality, Communism; has always proved imprac- 
ticable. It has been well said that Socialism and Communism are 
excellent methods for making the rich poor, but the inevitable con- 
sequence of that must be that the poor become poorer. Can nothing, 
then, be done, it will be asked, to prevent such results of the Capitalistic 
system, as the one I have quoted forme an instance? There are many 
things in this world that cannot be prevented, and have to be 
put up with. The most we can do is to shield ourselves against 
them, or prevent their baving an unduly malign effect upon us. Every 
child that is born is subject to the elements. There is the killing East 
wind. There is the fatal siroceo. The atmosphere is filled with germs—tiny, 
invisible specks any one of which is capable of killing. So what we do 
is to protect ourselves and our little ones, so far as we can, from the 
dangers into which they step with their existence. Capitalism, it seems 
to me, has to be placed in the same category. It is an insoluble evil which 
Socialistic ideas can but modify at best. : 


Rent, however, is as I said, a prllar—a very vital pillar, to be sure— 
of the Capitalistic system. The lending of money at interest is, on the other 
hand, its very baxis. In a majority of instances, money is not loaned but 
its equivalent in wealth. The whole method of trading is in a final analysis 
the lending of wealth, represented by money, at interest which is called profif. 
That idea rans through everything and everywhere. It matters not where 
you look, in finance, in trade, or in commerce, there you will find the 
Capitalistic system working mutatis mutandis in the same way, There is a 
borrower and there ie a lender ; there is a loan and there is a profit ; all the 
difference to be found being in the nomenclature. Profit is sometimes ret, 
sometimes interest. A loan is sometimes a “credit sale and sometimes a 
discounting operation. Sometimes, more often than we care to think, 
this capitalistic system enables persons whose natures are over-reaching, 
yreedy and unconscionable, to inflict great hardship upon others. That 
is why most of us try to be on the dexter side of the system by ourselves 
being, more or less, Capitalists. _ That, I suppose, is the reason why 
instinctively the Jew, with his individualistic spimt, so generally shows 
his appreciation of the fact that the best protection against Capitalism, is 
Capitalism itself. That but follows the rule of nature, a# discovered 
by the most modern medical: science. Like cures like was Hahnemanns’s 
theory; and it formed the basic idea of ench men as Pasteur, Lister and 
Ebrlich. 

Now, there are many results of the Capitalist sysiem, which are 
dangerous and may hecome disastrous. Clearly, as I have pointed out, 
the rent plan is one. But rent is not the only working of the 
Capitalist system out of which it is possible great evil may spread. 


. The lending of «money ‘may beeome ah “instrument of violence and 


oppression, It does in the hands of those who are greedy, selfish, harsh 
and anconscionable. For there 1s money-lerding and money-lending. 
The differentiation I make is not merely in the profit that is taken for 
the loaning of money. -There may be circumstances where a high profit 
or, interest is reasonable, and a small profit or low. interest . utterly 
unreasonable. If, for instance, a borrower with ample security is induced 
to take a loan at, say ten per cent., the transaction isa usurious one. Hf, 
however, a man who is kuown to be upon the rocks, standing upoY the 
abyss of ruin, borrows money, in_a.final hope that he may stave off 
disaster and binds himself to pay the proverbial sixty per cent., he may be 
paying no more than a reasonable profit upon the risk incurred by the 
lender. Insurance rates are entirely dependent upon the risk involved, aud 
there is no reason why money-lending which, is really the system of 
Capitalism in ils most obvious working, should “follow any other rale. 
How foolish, then, when ihe whole Capitalist’ system—rent, interest, 
discount, profit—all is based upon mioney-lending~ in one form ‘or 


another, to select the trade of the lending of money and ban it, merely 
because it is an evil—a necessary evil surely, otherwise it would not exist. 
3 

Public attention has been drawn lately to the money-lending ill of 
the Capitalist system, largely becanse a son I believe of Lord Carson 
borrowed large sums of money which he was wiable to pay. I am given 
to understand that when Lord Carson came to his relative’s help, he 
was In some cases astonished at the moderation and the amenability of the 
money-lenders, and that letters are in existence from him expressing his . 
appreciation of them. Unhappily, so the story goes, one firm with whom 
Lord Carson negotiated for the liquidation of the debt, refused anything 
exeept the bond. And so it came about that the ex-Lord Chancellor was 
induced to use his position in the House of Lords, as a legislator, 
to introduce a fresh law to restrain the power of money-lenders over 
their clients. It is not my purpose here to diseuss Lord Carson's Bil} 
but it strikes me as one of the most Socialistic measures that has ever 
been presented to Parliament. Surely to restrain. the interest on 
money-lending to fifteen per cent. is but a first. step. to compelling those 
who possess the means to loan it out to any who need it at that rate. 
My purpose in calling attention to this matter is to show how ridiculous it 
is to ban money-lending and think that thereby we get rid of the evils of 
the Capitalist system. Equally absurd is it to denounce money-lending and 
money-lenders becanse there are black sheep in the flock. It would be as 
reasonable to denounce the honourable profession of Solicitor because there 
are, as we are all aware, men who use that calling as a cloak for black- 
mailing, for cheating, for every trickery and roguery which the human mind 
can devise, Or the profession of medicine, because there are doctors who 
being unmitigated scamps, utilise their patients only for the fees they 
ean get ort of them. There are medical men who not infrequently keep 
their patients ill when they are ill for a like reason, or subject them 
to operations that are not needed except to line the pockets of surgeons 
with literally blood money. It was observed the other day that the pro- 
fession of the lending of money without Becurity and at bigh rate of 
interest, was particularly anathema among the general public, chiefly 
because it has always been associated with Jews who still largely 
people the vocation. I imagine there is a great deal in this, because grant 
all that is said about usurers and money-lenders, they do not effect 
a millionth part of the evil that is done by brewers and distillers and 
purveyors of alcohol, very few of whom are Jews, Jews being almost 
confined to the distributing sides of the trades. It is difficult to com- 
prehend the misery, the vice, the crime, the ruin that is caused by those 
who batten upon the profits derived from the making and selling of alcohol. 
Yet those eugaged in the business are among the aristocrats of commerce— 
they are not Jews. I doubt not that in many cases they are 
individually most excellent men, just as with some lenders of money. Yet 
when a man hke Mr. Charrington of Mile End, went out into the’ sinms 
of that district, and saw men and women and children redaced to squalor 
and to beggary through drink he refused to enrich himself by a single 
copper by this degradation of his fellow human beings and threw up his 
partnership in a great brewing firm.

The other day, Rabbi Mattuck, somewhat unciuously it struck me, 
declared that in his Synagogue no money-lenders are admitted as 
members. He meant of course. lenders of money who exact large 
interest becanse the borrowers have no security. This nonsensical 
banning of a whole class is imitated I observe in a _ resolution 
that is being proposed at one of the Synagogues by which no money- 
lenders may hold any office. I should have thought that if the money- 
lender was necessarily the sinner, Rabbi Mattuck seems to suppose, 
bis Synagogue, if it is anything more than a graveyard of true 
religion, should have invited and welcomed these men, so that they might 
be washed and made clean! It is sheer canting humbug for any religion or 
religious organisation to say on the one hand that there is a vocation every 
member of which must be an evil doer and select that one for withholding 
facilities from those engaged in it for their moral betterment the very 
purpose for which the religious organisation is maintained, if, it 
be maintained with any worthy object. And surely it ia equal 
humbug, and worse ‘than that, to say that a man who is a 
money-lender, shall not hold office in a Synagogue. When Synagogues 
wake a similar ordinance against crook solicitors; rapacious hire-system 
mongers, greedy landlords, profiteers in food, who prefer the people to starve, 
and the food be wasted, rather than. that the market price, which is to yield 
them usurious profit, shall be depressed—when they pass a similar ban 
npon all those who would not pass through some narrow sieve of commercial 
morality and industrial integrity—when it bans gamblers and men who live 
iy luring fools to bet upon “ geegees "—well, it oceurs to me that there 
may be Congregations from which it would be difficult to select 
Honorary Officers, even though the * purge’ might act far less drastically ; 
when applied to Jewish than to non-Jewish places of worship. For my 
part I detest this spoon-fed nursery sort of legislation. Surely the 
good sense of a Congregation can be relied upon not to put in office 
men who are morally unfit, be they money-lenders or even those who have 
come successfally through fraudulent bankruptcies. Let us shake our- 
selves clear of cant in this matter. We have a Capitalist system . pe 
noone has a feasible alternative. If we accept its good—and there. 18a 
ureat deal of good, of course, in it if, above all, we are glad to pig pt — 
humble gratitude its results in money—then we must take the evil ace 4 
It te merely childish to expect that you are going to maintain that re 
or any other and get all the good out of it without any of theevil. J¢ 
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any case, it isno part of the Synagogue to place a brand of shame upon 
fellow-Jews, to pillory them, to exclude them, and hold them up to the 
world as examples of the backsliding of our people. The business of the 
Synagogue is to open its doors widely, freely, and without restraint to 
every Jew who cares to come within its portals. And the heavier the 
burden of his sin, the deeper the stain of his crime, the more he is entitled 
to because the more he needs the healing redemption which the Almighty 
by His Message has provided.

Humane Slaughtering. 
MODEL BY-LAW RECOMMENDED, 

The Sanitary Committee of the Public Health Department of the Cor- 
poration of London has issued a report relative to the question of the 
humane slaughtering of animals. It states: thatthe Sanitary .Committee 
have had under consideration the petition of the Council of Justice to 


. Animals, praying the Corporation to pass clause 9 (n) of the Ministry of 


Health's Model By-laws relating to slaughterhouses, This model by-law 
reads : 

A person shall not in a slaughterhouse proceed to slaughter any animal i 
the same shall have been effectuall 7 stunned, and such stunning shall, -nartnr ge 
hereinafter provided, be effected with a mechanically operated instrument, suitable 
and sufficient for the purpose; provided that this by-law, so far as it- would 
require the stunning of sheep and the use of a mechanically operated instrument, 
shall not apply until the expiration of three months from and after the date of 

’rovided further that this by-law shall not be deemed to appl 
of the Jewish faith, duly licenced by the Chief Rabbi as ae beter eager es 
engaged in the slaughtering of cattle intended forthe food of Jews aceording to 
the Jewish method of slaughtering, if no unnecessary suffering is inflicted. 

The by-law, with the concurrence of the Cattle Markets Committee, was 
referred to the Medical Officer of Health (Dr. W. J. Howarth), Mr. J. R, 
Hayhurst, chief \ eterinary inspector of the Oattlo Market, and Mr. T. 
Dunlop Young, veterinary surgeon at the Cattle Market, with instructions 
to make inquiries regarding the use of “ humane killers" and to report their 
views as to the suitability and efficiency of such instruments, and whether 
their use had any deleterious effect on the flesh of animals. These officers 
recommended the adoption by the Corporation of by-law 9(e), and that it 
should apply to (a) cattle, including calves; (b) horses; and (c) pigs. 

After further conferences of the committee and the officials concerned 
the Sanitary Committee passed a resolution declaring that * the time is how 
opportune for definite regulations to be framed to control and regulate the 
slaughtering of animals intended for human consumption, and, furthermore 
that the Committee.is of opinion that any additional powers in this connec. 
tion should be of general application throughout the country ;and that in 
order to secure uniformity, such regulations should be issued as compulsory 
regulations framed by the Ministry of Health.” 

The Common Council; having considered the report of the committee, 


ordered that.it should be printed and circulated among the members of ‘the 
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The Jewish Hospital. 


APPEAL FOR £25,000. 


Artificial Sunlight Equipment. 

The annual meeting of the Governors and Subscribers of the Jewish 
Hospital was held on Sunday, at Anderton's Hotel, Fleet Street. Thero 
was a large attendance which included Lord Rothschild, Hon. President, 
members of the Council and of the medical staff, the matron and representa- 
tives of the Branches. 

Mr. L. Bertrner, the President, said that the Hospital was now firmly 
seated in the commanal affections. It was urgently necessary to raise the 
sum of £25,000 to complete the main block so that they might have an 
institution worthy of the medical skill so freely bestowed on their patients. 

Dr. A. Goopman Levy, Chairman of the Council, im moving the adop- 
tion of the annual report, referred to the death of Sir Richman Godlee, the 
first Honorary Surgeon, who before the Hospital was built had assisted in 
the selection of their honorary staff. Dealing with finance, he said that the 
published accounts gave a somewhat misleading picture of the real financial 
position. The income and expenditure account gave their total income for 
last year as £19,231, which was less than in the previous year. They had 
received an additional £1,500, but this sum being in the nature of endow- 
ment, was entered only in the balance-sheet. Their total income was thus 
£2).730, a record for the institution, and a sum of which they might all 
be very proud indeed. (Cheers.) They could expand the Hospital and yet 
cover the cost of running it, if they could raise the capital sum required to 
complete the front block of their building and clear their debt, now 
standing at about £3,000 and they need have no fear for the future. 
The Council had received a promise of a sum of money towards building 
and equipping 

A DEPARTMENT FOR TREATMENT BY ARTIFICIAL SUNLIGHT. 

This offer had been made by the widow and family of the late Mr. 
Abraham Davis in bis memory, and the Council took . that 
opportunity of expressing their appreciation of the very generous 
spirit’ in which this sum had been placed unreservedly at ther 
disposal for this purpose. He was pleased to say that the leading 
authority on this class of treatment, Dr. Albert Eidinow, had been appointed 
in charge of this department which would be covstracted according to his 
plans. There was no part of the metropolis in which its benefits would 
be more highly appreciated than in the East End of London. During the 
year action had to be taken to reduce the excessive number of out-patients 
which they had formerly to deal with. The introduction of Letters of Recom 
mendation had reaulted in a reduction in the number of individual cares 
attending the out-patient department from 26,035 in 1923, to 17,271 in 124 
It would only require an expenditure of £3,500 to enable them to enlarge 
their out-patient premises to a capacity for the reception of some 10.000 or 
12,000 extra individuals per annum. Herein lay an extraordinary oppor. 
tunity for some charitably minded person to confer an enormous bencfit at 
an relatively small expenditure. In the main building their old dis- 
abilities continued. The need of suitable kitchen arrangements, the 
want of additional beds for special and emergency cases, a separate ward for 
small children, an isolation ward, linen and store rooms, and many other 
things that made a hospital complete and efficient, were acutely felt, Only 
the other day a whole district refused to pay its contributions because the 
Hospital was unable to take in a particular case of skin disease, which was 
unsuitable for treatment in their general wards. He went on to refer to

attending the Hospital which was about 40 per cent. of the total 
attendances. He procteded to reply to certain ill-informed criticism of the 
management of the Hospital. The new Matron, Miss Van Rompaey, had 
been appointed on the-understanding that she would assist the Council 
in perfecting the fundamental idea of a Jewish hospital. The Hospital 
had been invited to join the proposed co-operation of Jewish 
charities, and the Council had expressed its general agreement with 
the principles involved. He hoped, however, that the Hospital would always 
be self-supporting, and not be a burden in the way of grants and the necessity 
for special appeals. He expressed warm appreciation of the work of Mr. 
Pitt, the Secretary, and of the branches, and the Council’s confidence that 
the money so essential for the completion of the Hospital would be*peedily 
forthcoming. (Cheers.) 

~~ Dr. AnGnet Gaster, Treasurer, seconded the adoption of the report. 
He said that those who showed base ingratitude by maligning the Hospital! 
ought te be thoroughly ashamed of themselves. 

Lord Roruscu.p, Hon. President, in supporting the motion, said th! 
the completion of the building was the principal task that lay before them 1 
the coming year. He urged every supporter of the Hospital to secure a new 
subscriber which would ensure that at least half the amount required would 
be forthcoming. 

_ . The report was adopted, and the Hon. Officers were re-elected. Mr. 
I. Borliner, the President, entered upon his nineteenth year of office. 

Mrs. Corman Nicoresti gave an account of the work of the Ladies’ 
Aid Association, which had contributed a large number of garments and 
other gifts to the Hospital, and had raised nearly £1,000 for the endowment 
of a bed, 

Mr. Corman Nicoresti moved a vote of thanks to the medical and 
nursing staff. 

Dr. Leo MANDEL, in reply, said that the doctors weve sufficiently repaid 
by thé gratitude of the patients and supporters of the Hospital. He 
acknowledged the assistance of Mr, Pitt, the Secretary, the House 
Committee and the Nursing Staff, 

The Marron, who also replied, said that the Hospital compare] 
favourably with larger and older institutions. 

Mrs. L. Ligester moved a vote of thanks to the President, and paids 
high tribute to Mr. Berliner's devotion.

Beth Holim. 


OPENING OF WARD AND UNVEILING OF TABLET. 


A large gathering assembled at the Beth Holim, 253, Mile End Road, 
last Sanday, when the Ronald Sassoon Ward was opened by Mr. Clande G. 
Montefiore, and an “In Memoriam” tablet was unveiled by Mr. Isaac, 
Canaimo, of: Manchesicy. 

Mr. Davin A. Row .ty, the President and Treasurer of the Institution, 
in extending a welcome to Mr. Montefiore, Mr. Cansino and the visitors 
said that the Beth Holim, founded in 1747, was one of the oldest institutions 
of their. Congregation, and it stood upon the site of the ancient Beth 
HMayyim. The Beth Holim was originally supported by congregational 
funds until the time arrived when it was able to stand on its own feet, and it 
became a separate institution with a separate committee. For a great many 
— its ineome was such that it was able to keep going without recourse to 

funds of the congregation. The effect of that was that the congregation 
became very apathetic as to its management, and in the course of three or four 
years, the matitution was faced with a deficit of £2000. Fortunately they had 
been able to make an appeal to the congregation,and had been very largely 
aasixted hy the Jadice, who collected nearly £400. They were also indebted 
to a number of generous persons whose names were inseribed on the tablet 
fo be unveiled, gach of whom had given 100 guineas. In addition to that they 
were able to collect other sams, and asa result the sum of £1,300 had been 
rammed out Of the £2,000 needed. Atthe same time they were indebted to Mrs. 
Alfred Ezra, who had allotted the sum of £1,500 from her late brother's 
estate, with the result that they were opening the Renald Sassoon Ward in 
his memory, and the institution was now out of debt. But they requireda 
great deal of sapport to continue the good work they were doing. The total 
income of the institution on which they could rely was £1,300, and ont 
of that £1) came from members of the congregation. They had twenty-one 
inmates, mostly old peeple. ‘The institution was originally a hospital 
intended for the sick, for maternity cases and for the aged, but times had 
changed in London, and the home was now used for the aged. 
Criticism had been levelled against them that it was not a hospital. He 
agreed, becanse they were not able to take in incurable cases, Lf the congre- 
gition wanted 2 home for ineurables they would have to dip their hands 
mors deeply into their pockets to support such an institution. 

Mr.. MonrePiIOR:, in opening the Ward, said that it was unnecessary 
for him to <ay anthiog about that institution because it had been dealt 
with fully by Mr. Romain, but at the same time, one was a!most bound to 
allnde tothe fact that they were standing on historic and sacred ground, 
As it was one of the oldest charitable institutions of the Jewish 
community m London, no one could walk through the cemetery 
at the back without feeling a thrill of emotion at the sacred memories 
that rese up into qne’s mind. That institution, of which every. true Sephardi 
could be justly proud; looked after the old men and women in the evening 
Of their years, and they passed their time there happily and comfortably 
wa theeharge of Mr.and Mrs.J. Harrisand staff. He would like most fully to 
endorse the appeal made te all members of the congregation to become 
subseribers and supporters of that venerable, though renovated, institution. 
His father had been Treasurer of that institution for a great many years, 
from 1954 to.1883.. Mr. Ronald Sassoon, who bore an honoured name in the 
Sagsoon family; had died that year in Bagdad as a result of wounds in the 
war; and they were grateful to his sister Mrs. Ezra, who imherited tho 
greatér portion of his estate, for the substantial donation which had assisted 
that institution. 

Mr, Isaac Cansrno, in unveiling the “In Memoriam” tablet, said that 

idea for the erection of that tablet had arisen from the desire of several 

ies and gentlemen interested in the welfare of that ancient charity, to 
be able to commemorate those who were particularly dear to them, 
and he atid his brother were glad of the opportunity afforded to have 
the .mame. of their late father associated with the Institution. He 
ted the contimmed éxistence of the Beth Holim as a touch-stone of tho 
widaality of the Sephardi community and of the publie spirit of its 
individual members.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


CCLXXXVIIL—A Jewish Baedeker. 

My Dear Cousin, 

The papers recently reported the death of Dr, Fritz Baedeker, the heat 
of the firm of guide-book fame. Who docs not know “ Baedeker'? Who 
that has travelled with discretion has not assiduously thumbed the pages of 
his red-backed volumes? . What useful companions those books are, with 
their abundance of information—statistical, historical, archweological —and 
their wonderful maps! I know people who positively revel in those mars 
I have a sneaking liking for them myself. I study them abroad, and I some 
times unfold them at home to live once more in enchanted lands, with their 
rivers and mountains and castles brought out for the nonce from the nooks 
of memory. 

The newspaper announcement of Baedker’s death recalled to my mind 
a scheme over which I have long pondered—a “ Jewish Baedeker.” .The 
Baedeker guide-books are mines of information about the countries to 
which they refer, and here and there they mention a tit-bit of Jewish 
interest. But what I should like would be a complete volume of Jewish 
information. When we consider how the Jews have wandered over the 
length and breadth of Europe, it is apparent that every important centre of 
life in that continent must have traces of Jewish interest—the site of the 
ancient Ghetto, the position of the local synagogue, now perhaps only a 
historic tradition, or the dilapidated remains of the Jewish cemetery. No 
matter how small the association, it would be of immense interest to Jewish 
travellers. 

The Jewish Baedeker of my fancy would be arranged according to 
countries. France, Spain, Italy, England, Germany—would there not be 
sufficient material already for a stout volume which would delight the 
heart of the intelligent traveller? Plenty of maps too; notes as to Pasher 
eating houses; information as to the present Jewish congregation, if any; 
details about synagogues and services; and last, but by no means least, 
information of an historical or archeological character. 

To begin with, we should be told where the Ghetto stood. It seems that 
in the Middle Ages Jews, like the members of the various guilds, tended to 
dwell together. By the eleventh or twelfth century the equivalent of what 
in England was termed the Jews’ Street was already met with in many other 
countries—Judaca" or *Judacaria’ in Italy, “Juderia® in Spain. 
* Judaicas “in France, “inter Judeos" or “ vicus Judeorum " everywhere 
Usually the Jews concentrated round the market place ; in Frankfurt the 
Ghetto was quite close to the Main, in the vicinity of the Cathedral. It was 
not uncommon also for the Jewish quarter to be situated in the shadow of 
the local castle ; first, because markets grew up there ; and secondly, because 
in times of trouble the Jew might flee for safety within the castle gates. But 
that was later—towards the end of the 14th century. In the hundred years 
between (say) 1250 and 1350 non-Jews were to be found in Jewish quarters, 
which were not vet provided with bars, gates. or locks. a 

Besides Jewish quarters in towns there were apparently Jewish villages 
sutside town boundaries. The * villa Judeorum” or “ Jodendorp" in the 
neighbourhood of Magdeburg is a case in point, while in Austria there were 
many towns whose names are evidently associated with Jews, a fact 
which has been taken to point to the existence of these Jewish settlements, 
e.9., Judenau, Judenfurt, Judendorf. Synagogues, schools and public baths are 
generally known; less well known are the communal lodging, houses 
(Hekdesh), usually called hospitals in the Middle Ages. There is evidence 
to show that the Jewish communities in Frankfurt, Ulm, Cologne and 
Regensburg (to mention but a few) each possessed a “hospital” of this 
kind. In regard to the last-mentioned city, the Abbot Eberhard of St. 
Emmerau made a contract (1210) with one, the Jew Abraham, concerning a 
house, est autem domus hosptalis Judeorum in Panzanswinckel. In Vienna, 
the Jewish medieval hospital, first mentioned in 1453, was demolished in 
1888. 

On all these points it would be most useful to be furnished with informa- 
tion. It would be a most fascinating enterprise. When one reéalls ‘at 
random names that come to the mind, one realises how full the Jewish 
Baedeker would be, and how welcome to all those who are interested in 
Jewish History. Rome—the Colosseum, the Catacombs, the Ghetto, the 
Synagogues, quaint Rabbis’ chairs; Frankfurt—the Judengasse . (and 
Heine's comments), old synagogues, the Rothschild house, cemeteries ; 
Spain—Toledo, Seville, Cordova, Granada; old synagogues, which have 
continued down to this day, some as churches still showing their Hebrew 
inscriptions, others as monasteries, others, again, as structures used for 
secular purposes ; quaint old streets and Jewish places ; Worms—with its 
Rashi “Chapel” ; Prague—with its “Rabbiner Gasse” and “ Shammes

a 4 Gasse " and its Altneuschul, which has gathered innumerable legends around 
2 ae itself. By the year 929 the community had outgrown the small synague and 
ty nk a new one became necessary. It was crected on the site of an alleged 
et , i t 3 synagogue ruin which dated its foundation back to the period of the Second 
ae ar | @ emple! Not contént with this, others have circulated the legend that the 
4 i “| = Altneuschul was built of stones of the Temple itself. In local legends the 
imagination is altowed to run riot ; and Prague is said to have beer a walled 
city in the days of Joshua. 
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But in Prague there is still a large Jewish community. Not so in 
many another town, especially in the South of France, where Jewish lifo 
and activities once flourished, but where to-day a silent and deserted syna- 
gogue, often in charge of a Gentile, stands as an historic record of a by-gone 
past. Visitors to Avignon, for example, tell a sad story of a Jewry which has 
disappeared, the synagogue alone bearing witness to its existence. But one 
need not go to France for that; there are many examples in this country. 
Here is the Jewish cemetery of Sheerness.with no one to look after it, since it 
appears that there are no more Jews in the place. Goto many a centre in the 


West Country and you will find a lonely synagogue with not even a caretaker, 


To hark further back, one need only consult the list of English mediaeval 
Jewries in Joseph Jacob's invaluable little book, “ The Jews of Angevin 
England,” to realise how much information could be packed in the Jewish 
BRedeker of my dreams. ‘There would be Bristol, where the synagogue 
stood in Small Street, ander St. Giles’ Church ; Cambridge, with the syna- 
gogue near the prison and handed over later to the Franciscans ; Canterbury, 
where the synagogue stood on the site of the Saracen’s Head Inn ; Colchester, 
with its Jewry m East Stockwell Street ; York, with its castle and its record 
of death: and Lincoln, specially famous in the medieval annals of the 
English Jews. Then theré would be London itself, worth its abundant 
traces of Jewis life up to 1290 and since the Return. 

I have said nothing of the East —of Egypt, Turkey, Persia and Palestine 
itself: nothing of Italy—of Jewish life in Florence, Venice, Naples and 
Sicily ; nothing of Amsterdam, which has a peculiarly Jewish atmosphere of 
its own. I have omitted the mention of Polish, Lithuanian and Galician 
{thettos—of Lublin, Cracow and Lemberg. These form a topic by them. 
Relves, and who can withstand their appeal. But I hope I have indicated 
sufficiently how interesting the Jewish Baedeker could be made. 

Who will provide us with it? Why not the House of Baedeker itself ° 
It has the organisation and correspondents in all parts to enable it to obtain 
the requsite information ; only an editor would have to be found, a man 
learned in Jewish history and topography, with a heart aglow for all things 
Jewish. If Baedekers will not or cawnot produce the guide-book, let the 
Jewish Publication Society of America, take it in hand. It should appear 
in English, for English speaking travellers seem to be more numerous than 
others.

A meeting of the Central Committee for Jewish Education was heli at 
Jews’ College on Thursday of last week, There were present :

€1. M. Adler, M.A., the Director of Jewish Education, was also present. 


The Cru atrMan referred to the successful completion of the course of 
fectures for Jewish teachers held at Jews’ College by Dr. Marmorstein. The 
eatest interest had been taken by the teachers in the lectures, and the hope 
been expressed that the course would be continued. A certificate 
is being presented to the teachers who had attended not less than nine of 
the thirteen lectures 
On the’ motion of the Cairrmay, Mr. Arthur E. was 
elected a Vice-Chairman of the Committee. 

A letter was read from the Jewish Religious Education Board, 
acknowledging the Chairman's letter informing the Board that the Central 
Committee would not be in’a position to renew the grant on the same scale 
as previously when the next triennial appeal by the Board is made. 

it was decided to make small grants, towards the purchase of books, to 
the Kadimah Society, the Kilburn Junior Literary and Social Society, and 
the Nottingham Jewish Social Club, on the condition that directed courses 
of study were undertaken. An application for a grant of £50 a year for 
books and equipment was received from the New South Wales Board of 
Jewish Education, which caters for the religious requirements of Sydacy 
nnd the outlying districts. After a discussion, it was decided to make the 
grant, subject to a report being received at the end of the year from the 
Board as to its activities and the manner of the distribution of the gift. 

The Glasgow Hebrew College for the Training of Teachers applied fr 
an increase of £100 a year. The meeting resolved that, in consequence of 
fieavy commitments, the Central Committee could not accede to the 
request. Accompanying the application was a memorandum setting forth 1 
scheme which included a special examiuation in place of the Senior Grade 
of the Jews’ College Teachers’ examination. The Central Committe: 
decided to seek the advice of the Jews’ College Teachers’ Examination Com. 
mittee, and desired that meanwhile the Glasgow College should make 10 
change in its curriculam, and should carry out the conditions of the presen! 
grant. 

The Director of Jewish Education reported the early publication of 1 
new edition of “ Jewish Portraits,” by the late Lady Magnus, and an editiow 
of “ The Children’s Psalm Book,” by the late Mrs. N. L. Cohen. 

' Referring to his recent visit to South Wales, the Director said that 3 
class of eight students, who intended to become teachers, was held a! 
University College, Cardiff, under the direction of the Rev. M. S. Simmons, 
B.A. © He (the Director) had interviewed Dr. Robinson, who is in control of 
Semitic Studies at the College, aud that gentleman had suggested that the 
Jewish Community might endow a Readership at the University in Post- 
Biblical Hebrew and Literagure by means of a subvention. 

_» The CaarrMan said that the quostion of a subvention raised many 
difficulties. The Central Committee was a body which was concerned prin- 
cipally with religious education. He suggested that a letter be sent to 
Cardiff saying that the question had been considered by the Central Com: 
mittee, and that the giving of a grant for the purpose suggested did not 
come within its pewer. | 

The Digs¢ror submitted a list of the book grants since the previous 
meeting, and was auinossed to make further grants, for which purpose the 


bum of £50 was voted. Further réports of his visits to several classes were

‘Ameritan Judaism. 


“ Avenicay Jupaism,” by Rabbi Joseph Leiser (Bloch Pablishing Co., 
New York), is an historical survey of the religion and religious institutions 
of the Jewish people in the United States. According to the author the 
Jewish people of America are developing a group consciousness. They are 
beginning to envisage themselves as American Jews. Many are longing 
for the speedy advent of that day when all distinctions between the various 
geographical classes of European and Asiatic Jewries that migrated to the 
United States, will disappear, and such terms as Orthodox and Reform 
wholly abandoned. In their stead, Rabbi Leiser anticipates that the more 
acceptable designation, American Jews, will be used when referring to them 
a3 a religious community. The writer thinks that new is the acceptable 
time for the adoption of that designation as a substitute for the previous 
labels of Orthodox, Conservative, Reform, Zionistic, and Nationalistic. 
With this purpose in view; Rabbi Leiser essays a survey of American 
Judaism, as an organic unit, possessed of democratic potentialities. It ig 
the author's ambition in his present work to outline in a measure the 
content of this American Judaism. 

Tur 1924 Year Book (Volume xxxiv) of “ CENTRAL CONFERENCE oP

Outlook of Reform Judaism,” by Rabbi Samuel H. Goldeuson. “ Prospects 
of Liberal Judaism,” by Mr. Claude G. Montefiore, is an essay in lieu of the 
paper which illness prevented the author from delivering in person at the 
Conference. The Report of the Committe on Responsa deals with two 
interesting questions : 
Benediction ?” and the “ Ritual for the disposal of a damaged Sejir Tovah.”

The April number of “Mixp” (Macmillan) inelades a review, by Mr. 
A. E. Taylor, of Dr. A. Guzzo's “ Il Pensiero di Spinoza.’ The first chapter 
of Dr. Guzzo's volume is devoted to an attempt to re-construct the main 
Imes of the no longer extant defence which Spinoza appears to have addressed 
to the Rabbis of the synagogue who ex-communicated him.

with Abraham ibn Ezra. Again, Dr. Guzzo makes Spinoza say that prophecy 
arose after the extinction of the Jewish Kingdom. Spinoza would know, 
at Dr. Guzzo has apparently overlooked, that the greatest literary prophets, 
Isaiab, Amos, Hosea, and Jeremiah, were all “pre-exilic.’

“Francis Francia, the Jacobite Jew.”

LECTURE BY MR. MARCUS LIPTON. 

A mevuling of the Jewish Historical Society was held on Monday ai the 
Mocatia Library, University College. Mr. H.8. Q. Henriques, K.C, presided, 
Mr. Marcus Lipton read a paper on “ Francis Francia, the Jacobite Jew.” 

Mr. Lirroy, dealt with the trial for High Treason in 1717 of Francis 
Francia, a member of a Sephardi family who had come to England shortly 


“after the Resettlement and who had played a notable réle in the commercial 
~ jife of this country in the eighteenth century. 


Francia was charged with 
having conducted a seditious correspondence with Jacobite leaders 
on the continent. He was alleged at the.tral to have made a confession 
when under examination by Townsend and Stanhope, two Secretanes of 
State and to have taken an oath on a Hebrew book, after rejecting 
a New Testament, which pointed to the fact that he still regarded 
himself as a Jew, although he had gone through a form of baptism 
at St. Andrew's Church, Bordeaux. Francia stoutly contested the account 
of this examination, and alleged that Townsend had ‘given him five guineas 
and offered hinr a larger sum to turn Kings evidence against a fellow 
defendant. The handwriting on letters alleged to be his, was also contested, 
and evidence was tendered on Francia’s behalf by relatives tending to 
prove that he was stillan alien and owed no allegiance to the English 
Sovereign.’ He wasacquitted. There had recently been published, however, 
a collection of papers relating to the Old Pretender and secured by George LV., 
in which Francia’s name frequently appeared, and which left little doubt 
that he was implicated in Jacobite intrigues. He was in touch at Bordeaux 
with Jacobite representatives, and was purported to have offered large sums 
in support of the Pretender’s cause. These sums were never fortheoming and 
Francia finally came under suspicion of having played a double game. 
He seemed to have enriched himself at the expen<e of both the Hanoverian 
and Jacobite causes.

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The German Presidential Elections, 


Anti-Semitic Regime Feared. 
[irom our Correspondent. | BERLIN. 


The clection of Marshall von Hindenburg to the German Presidency 
has given rise to grave disquiet in Jewish circles, not so much on account of 
the character of the new President himself as on that of his extouvnge. The 
Monarchist party in Germany have always been essentially anté-Semitie, and 1 
is thought to be by no means unlikely that their policy of reaction will include 
nosmall measure of hostility to the Jews. This supposition is to aconsiderable 
extent borne out by incidents that have occurred during the elections. The 
adherents of the Monarchist party were of the firm opinion that-the Jewish 
vote would go solidly to Dr. Marx, and they made it abundantly clear that if 
thiey came into power anti-Jewish reprisals were to be expected. W hen the 
first results were made known, they were greeted with immense enthusiasm 
by the Monarchists, who expressed their feelings by singug antt-Semurtic 
songs. In the Potsdam district of Berlin, a Jew and his wife wore shot at 
and seriously iniured on approaching the polling booth during the recent 
election. 

A society has been formed here for the establishment of a Jewish 
Academic Institute, to serve as a place of enquiry for scholars who write in 
the Yiddish language. ‘The proposed institute is to have four section#— 
Yiddish philology, pedagogy, social economy, and Jewish history, Branches 
are to be established in Warsaw, Vienna, New York, and other great Jewish

Representations 
were made to the Foreign Minister, Mr. Kalkoff, who, however, replied that 
the Government, found it impossible to repress the activities of the 
Macedonian Committees, and said that the Jews must pay a certain per 
capita sum asa witness of good faith. It is added that individual Jews who 
have complained to the authorities have been iaformed that they must make 
representations direct to the Macedonian Committee.

International Convention. 
[From our Correspondent.) NEW YORK. 

Mr. Alfred Cohen, Chairman of the Board of the Hebrew Union College 
of Cincinnati, has been elected Grand President of the B'nai B'rith at the 
International Convention, held at Atlantic City. Mr. A. Kraus, who helfl 
the office for twenty vears, has retired on account of advancedage. As a 
chatlenge to the secrecy observed by the Kn-Klux-Klan, the Convention 
has-decided to throw the ‘proceedings of the Order open to the public. 
The B'nai B'rith is in future to support the participation by America 
in a Permanent Court of International Justice, and will also assist 
the World Peace Movement. The Convention has approved .the idea 
of sctting aside a day for propaganda in favour -ef improving. the 
relations between Jews and non-Jews. A B'nai B'rith Garden Ciby is te be 
established near Jerusalem, and for this purpose the sum of 250,000-dollars 
is to be raised. Furthermore, in accordance with the resolution adopted at 
the Convention, the order will assist in the econonric and cultural develop- 
ment of Palestine. The Convention has adopted protests against the harsh 
immigration laws of the United States and against the attempts tointroduce 
compulsory Bible reading in the American public schools. Instead of the 
suggestion of the retiring President to admit women .mombers, it has Leon 
decided to foster the formation of women’s auxiliary societiés.

** Ascetic Orders Among the Early Jews.” 


LECTURE BY THE REV. DR. J. ABELSON, 


Under the auspices of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies, the 
Rev. Dt. J. Abelson, MLA., of Leeds, lectured on Sunday, at Jews’ Collego, 
on“ Asoctié Orders Among the Early Jews.” Haham Dr. M. Gaster 
presided. 

Dr. Anerson said teat in the history of almost all religions, as well as 
imancient moral phitosophy, asceticism played an important part. Whatever 
might appear to them nowadays to have been the errors and the exaggera- 
tions, the perversions and the follies inherent in the old-world ascetism, it 
had,.nevertheless, accomplished high results in the story of civilisation, 
The.extreme and vigorous  self-abnegation, however, which marked the 
astetic in Christianity or in Baddhism was foreign to the Jew and Judaism, 
The sudiect fell inte three divisiens, viz. : (a) instances of individual ascetics 
referred to in the Rabbinical literature ; (+) references to what appeared to 
bé communities or congregations or brotherhoods of ascetics, also mentioned 
in the Rabbinical literature ; and (c) ascetics and aseetic orders which were 
kffown to them rainly from the Hellenistic literature of the early ages of : 
tlie common era. The lecturer, having given examples of references under 
tli first two headings, said that from these vague and fragmentary hints in 
the Rabbinic literature one was justifiably led to infer that there existed in 
theearly centuries of the common era certain esoteric sects among Jews who 
were marked off, and, in some manner, segregated from the main body of the 
people by a strongly ascetic manner of life, which expressed itself by a 
superior devotion to the things of the spirit and an intensive cultivation of 

A KIND OF BROTHERHOOD 
in which simplicity, single-mindedness, and charity were the dominating 
virtties. Coming to the third division, chief among those early ascetic sects, 
whese recorded doings and sayings stamped them as having been under the 
inflaence of Hellenistic conceptions, were the Essenes. Next in importance 
was the semi-monastic order «hom Philo had named Therapute. According 
to-Wellhausen, the Mssenes were merely the rigorists among the Pharisees, 
and both Pharisee and Essence were offshoots of the Chassidim of the pre- 
Maceabean period. They did not represent different types of Jews, bat 
only a difference of degree in Jewishness; the Essene looking at the ideal 
Jewish life as consisting in obedience to the precepts of the Torah, with. 
_.. thé addition of a certain unworldly tendency to abstention from the normal. 
 rombine-of- every-day life. Other scholars, however, saw in the Esseno a 
kiftdof-blend of Jew and Pagan—nursed on the culture of the prevailing 
Hétténism. The true definition and nature of an Essene scemed to be one 
of the unsolved riddles of historic theology. The intermingling of early 
Jewish with early non-Jewish Hellenistic conceptions of life and worship 
was brought cut even more foretbly in the study of the Therapute. CGraetz 
and Schirer upbeld the opinion that the Therapute were not Jews. But this 
had been disproved in recent times, particularly by Conybeare. They werr 
a beauch of the Essenes, but their asceticism seemed to have been of a 
degper dye, and their striving for an uninterrupted life of purity, 
hotiness and.of mystie deyotion more intense. If one could correctly speak 
of an organised semi-monastic system prevailing at any epoch of Jewish . 
listery, then the hfe of the Therapute showed the nearest approach to if. 
Bul, the examples of ascetic fellowships which they had been considering 
were never a dominating aspeet of the Hebraic conception of life.

New Edition of Singer’s Prayer Book. 


A a meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held 0: 
Monday at the Central Synagogue. There were present :

A vote of condolence was passed to Mr. Ernst Schiff, O.B.E., President, 
en the death of his father. 

The CHarrMAN said that it would be necessary shortly to launch a 
triennial appeal on behalf of the Board. Their last appeal had been a 
great suecess, and they had succeeded in collecting the very considerable 
cum of £12,000. Nothing less would satisfy their absolute needs on the 
present occasion. Their expenditure had greatly increased during the past 
three years, because, having been so successful, the community demanded 
that they should expand their work, and they had done so. They had 
laid out a very considerable extra expenditure for the Sabbath classes, 
which formerly were carried on on an honorary basis, and cost them 
nothing. Now those classes would cost them some hundreds of pounds per 
annum. New classes had been established at the Gravel Lane School, and 
they would also cost a few hundred pounds a year. In addition, they were 
now contributing £50 a year to the Central Committee for Jewish Education 
towards the training of teachers. On the side of income they were consider- 
ably worse off than three years ago, because they were no longer in receipt of 
£400 a year from Sunday cinema entertainments, and also they had reason to 
suppose that the Jewish War Memorial would not be able, during the next 
three years, to award them so large a sum as previously. The amount 
received from parents’ contributions showed a decrease of £100. They were 
therefore faced with a redaction of £500 a year in their income. They had 
received a grant of £400 from the surplus fands of the Shechita Board, for 


which they were most grateful, but they did not know how long the Shechita | 


Board would be able to continue these grants and could not depend on this 
source of income. As soon as their President returned it would be necessary 
to appoint an Appeal Committee and he felt certain—so popular was Mr. 
Schitf and so highly was his work for the community esteemed—that the 
community would rally to his support, and he (the Chairman) had every 
confidence that the £12,000 required would be forthcoming. 

The draft annual report was then considered. 


Mr. H. E. Satomons drew attention to the large reduction in the 
numbers attending the Board's classes as compared with the pre-war figures, 


The CHAIRMAN said that there had been a considerable movement of 
population away from the East Kad. Actually their numbers were nearly 
4) more than im the previous year. 

Mr. L. G. Bowman said that there had been a considerable increase in 
the numbers of those attending the Talmud Torahs and Chedarim, and that 
affected the Board's figures.

This was agreed to, and the draft report was adopted. 


__ Mr, L.G. Bowmay, in submitting a report of the Education Committee, 
said that one result of the appointment of an Education Committee was 
that practically all the classes were inspected, apart from the visits paid by 
the Director of Education. They had induced Mr, Brodie, the very efficient 
Superintendent of the Sabbath Classes, who had resigned, to continue at a 
small! increase in remuneration to compensate him for the loss of other work 

The report was adopted. 

Mr. S. Sasseratu, Treasurer, on behalf of the Finance Committee, 
submitted a recommendation that a further edition of the Authorised Daily 
Prayer Book (the thirteenth) be printed, and that it consist of 20,000 copies 
at a cost of £1,405.

Fillet of Whiting with Cheese Sauce. 


Three whiting. Brown crumbs, tablespoonful, 
White sauce, } pint. Salt and pepper. 
Grated cheese, 2 tablespoonf als. 
Fitter the whiting. Place them on a greased fireproof dish, and 
season With salt and pepper. Add the cheese to the white sauce, pour over 
the fish, and sprinkle the brown crumbs on top. Bake in a moderate oven 
for about fitteen minutes.

Shop onion, poonfuls. Margarine.

Miss ISA KREMER. 


HE recital given by Miss Isa Kremer—her first in this country—~ 
at Queen's Hall last week aroused a great deal of interest, 


as well as considerable disagreement among the critics, 

who found her dramatic rendering rather a startling novelty. 
This interest will be heightened, especially among the Jewish community, 
by the fact that she is giving a second recital at Kingsway Hall 
to-morrow week, of which half the 
proceeds are to be devoted to the 
Federation of Ukrainian Jews 
Another interesting feature of the 
recital is that it will comprise 4s 
large number of Yiddish folk- 
songs : for although Miss Kremer, 
who isa Russian, is described as 
an “international balladist,” . she 
confesses that it is the folk-music 
of her own people that lies neares' 
to her heart. Interviewed by a re- 
presentative of Tur 
Miss Kremer ex- 
pressed enthusiastic admiration for 
Yiddish music. 


Yiddish Foilk-Songs. 


The 1%h Chapter of Leviticus has been called the“ Bible in Miniature,” ) 
and is one of the most remarkable chapters in all Scripture. In a few | 
sentences it takes in the entire range of our moral duties to God and man. | 
It commences with the law of holiness, a law imposed upon all Israel. Israel ) 
was never to forget that he was a priestly nation—a nation who, on the ons | 
hand. had to be ever ministering to God's service, and on the other owed 4 | 
special duty to his fellow-man. His duty to his fellow-man demanded | 
justice, honesty, forbearance, kindness, purity tenderness, and love. These | 
are the moral qualities on which the Nineteenth Chapter chiefiy dilates. 


These qualities, these laws, are not arranged systematically. There is no 
logical grouping, but they are all linked together by the common 
purpose expressed in the words, “ Ye shall be holy, for I the Lord | 
your God am holy.” Thus holiness, according to the Old Testament | 
view, is the basis of morality. The question is constantly being asked: | 
Why should we be moral ? Why shonld we do this, and avoid doing that ? ) 
And many different answers are given fo this question. Sometimes yo 
will receive this answer; You must do what is right because your conscience 
bids you. Or, because by doing right you promote the greatest happiness of 
the greatest number. All these are very good reasons in themselves. But 
the best reason is that suggested in this 19th chapter of Leviticus: We 
must do right because God is righteous and cofmmands -us to imitate His’

English Audiences. 


“Very cold and very wet,” replied Miss Kremer. “ But the people are 
not cold. I had been told that English audiences were difficult to move, but 
I found it quite the reverse. It is significant, by the way, that, although at 
my last recital by far the majority of the audience were non-Jews, yet the 
one Yiddish song I sang was the most popular item in the programme. I 
have encountered a certain amount of criticism directed against what is 
called my ‘dramatic’ style; but I believe that in twenty years’ time that 
kind of singing will be adopted by every artist. The reason is that it is life. 
It is very easy to put ona pair of gloves and sing classical music, but ther. 
the artist can never be more that one of a crowd. Every artist must deliver 
his or her message in his or her own way, I believe, too, that the artist has 
a right, to a certain extent, to alter songs. It does not detract from the 
music and it pleases the public. It is possible to attach too much importance 
to rigid formalism, te the prejudice of living art. As the prover) has it, I 
would rather be a live dog than a dead lion.” 

Anti-Semitism in Art. 

Have you come into conflict with the anti-Semites during your career ? 

“Indeed yes.” said Miss Kremer, with an expressive gesture. * Wher 
in Warsaw I gave several concerts without including Yiddish songs, but in 
reply to insistent public demand, although I had been warned against doing 
80, I included some Yiddish songs in my programme. This resulted in a 
demonstration by the Polish anti-Semitic organisation, the FRozroi. A crowd 
of about 5,000 agitators gathered outside the hall where I was to sing and 
refused to allow the concert to proceed. Ultimately through them I had to 
leave Warsaw. 

“ Bat another incident in. Moscow,” continued Miss Kremer, “had a 
happierending. It was towards the end of 1916, when a great concert was 
organised in aid of the War Orphans, at the High School of the Priests. 
Representatives of twenty-three nations were invited to be present at the 
concert to sing their national songs ; but thg@ Jews were not included. The 
result was that the Jews, who in Russia, as elsewhere, are the mainstay of the 
theatre and concert-going public, boycotted the entertainment, which was soon

At times we hear it boasted that modern morality is more enlightened 
than the ancient code. But whocan retain such an illusion after reading 
the 19th chapter of Leviticus? Who would suggest that the world has 
advanced beyond its simple ethics? In the light of present events, must we 
not say that the warld has retrograded? Whata different world we should 
be living in to-day, if men adopted as their rule of life this single chapter of 
Scripture! It would be a world in which the divine law of charity was fully 
heeded, a world in which the voice of the perjurer would not be heard, in 
which men would not even speak falsely. -There would be no unrighteous- 
ness in judgment, in meteyard, in weight, or in measure. The market-place 
would be a temple of holiness, with its just balances, its just ephah, and its 
just Ain. There would be neither oppression nor robbery, nor thought- 
less withholding of the wages of the. hireling. The strictest justice 
would prevail, a justice in which neither the poor nor the rich would be | 
unduly respected. The yoice of the tale-bearer would be silent; the 
absent one would be safe from the evil word, against which he is power- 
less to defend himself, and the stumbling-block would be removed from the 
path of the blind. No one would hate his brother in his heart, or withhold 
from him the word of just rebuke. We should neither revenge, nor bear a 
grudge. The child would honour his parent, the young would show respect 
to him who carries the weight of years. And all these observances 
of the moral law would merge themselves in the golden rule to 
Idve one's neighbour as oneself. Israel's golden rule is the basis 
of all social welfare. A French philosopher objected that this rule 
appealed to too low a motive of human nature, It was Auguste Comte 
who put forward this view in his Positivist philosophy, and he has a 
considerable, though a dwindling, number of followers to-day. Well, even 
philosophers, and the most modern of them. may make mistakes. For our- 
selves, we may be satisfied to follow the Golden Rule of Scripture. It tells 
us all we want to know, all we ought to do. The command, “thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself,” is but another word for sympathy, the act of 
reproducing in our own minds the feelings of another. There is nothing 
that we need more in our families, in our social life, in our national life, 
than this power of sympathy, this personal realisation of the conditions of 
others. The Golden Rule is the great moral law which enjoins us to make 
a bond of union, linking us to our kind through the exercise of that 
sympathy which binds mankind together in golden chains of brotherhood.

Churchill Memorandum not Balfour Declaration. 


Mr. Amery, the Secretary of State for the Colonies, who was last week 
in Palestine, replying to the deputation of Palestine Arabs which waited on 
him at Government House, to express their opposition to the Zionist policy 
of the Administration, said : 

“In the opinion of the British Government there is no incompatibility 
between Arab and British co-operation and the Balfour Declaration. The 
interests of the Arab population in Palestine were most carefully considered 
before the British Government committed itself to any declaration, and that 
part of the Declaration referring to the interests of the existing population 
is just as important as any other part thereof.” 

The Declaration, Mr. Amery added, had been considered and confirmed 
by successive British Governments of different parties, including the Labour 
Government, and also by all the members of the League of Nations. “I 
am sure, therefore, that the gentlemen present do not really think Great 
Uritain could change her policy. Still, I fear there is much misunder- 
standing, and it was to avoid such that Mr. Churchill in 1922 made clear 
Lritain'’s real meaning in the Balfour Declaration. 

Mr. Churchill (Mr. Amery continued) laid emphasis on the fact that

country as a whole, and I believe that the policy being ptrsucd is one which 
will bring the greatest prosperity to the Arab population. 

I agree that the best way of securing the views of people is not by putting 
cases personally before the High Commissioners but by having regular con: 
stitutional methods by which popular views can be expressed. I confess, 
however, that I ain surprised that speakers have complained that the popula. 
tion of Palestine do not share in legislation. I must remind you that there 
was an advisory Council which worked very well, enabling the views of 
every section of the community te be brought before the Government. 


Bad Advice. 


The British Government was ready to give much wider powers of com- 
sultation and representation to the people, but unfortunately the people 
listened to bad advice and refused to take advantage of the opportunities 
given them. We again gave the opportunity, if a Legislative Council were 
not desired, for further representation on the Advisory Council and, when 
that was apparently not welcome, we offered the alternative of a apecial 
organisation, namely, the Arab Agency, through which Arab interests could 
be represented. The British Government, therefore, made it clear that they 
were always anxious to secure the co-operation and get the advice of all 
representative elements of the Arab community, and are still at all times 
willing to do so. But we do not treat this as a matter in which we are 
I wish to make that quite clear. 

Mr. Amery went on to express the hope that the Arabs would realise 
the mistaken attitude they had taken in the past, adding : I think that the 
past few years have shown what we have done for the people, but I believe 
that we shall achieve more in the next few years. You belong to a nation 
great in the past. It now has the opportunity of becoming great again. I 
would suggest that your future depends, not on concentrating on what 
I consider mistaken fears of dangers from the policy of the Government, 
but on concentrating on the development of your people, its education and 
progress, and interest in its own history. Iam glad, for instance, to see the 
Moslem Council taking pains to repair the Haram es Sherif and to restora 


other monuments. I wish you all prosperity and happiness.— Renter. - 
there was no idea of imposing Jewish nationality in a political sense on the 


inhabitants of Palestine. It is not a question of subordinating the Aral 
language, culture, or population, or of making it in any way inferior to 
another element. Someone referred to the Arab population being treated as 
foreigners in their own land, I assure him that Great Britain's object is to 
ensure that Palestine is a national home for the Arabs in every sense as full) 
as to give an opportunity to the Jews to make here a national home for 
themselves. The expression “a national home for Jews " means nothing more 
than that the present existing Jewish communities should be allowed to fulfil 
their desire to live their own cultural life, to have an opportunity of develop- 
ment, and that this should be definitely recognised as a matter of right, not 
mere vy of sufferance.

“DING, BALFOUR FOR THE JEWS! 
DONG, AMERY FOR THE ARABS!” 


For the last week or two, Palestine has resounded with adjurations from 
the author of the Balfour Declaration to Jews to go on and justify their ows 
confidence and that of others in their ability to build up a Jewish Palestine, 
Everyone will have rejoiced at the safe return of Lord Balfour and the 
light and almost genial manner in which he regarded the one untoware 
happening of the tour, which occurred at Damascus. His visit, all he said 
and all he did, were strong urging to Jews to build up speedily, and with all 
the energy possible, the Jewish National Home of their age-long hopes 
They must have given an enormous fillip to the Zionist Movement the 
world over. Apparently, too much of a fillip. For no sooner was Lord 
Balfour's back turned than Mr. Amery, the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, appeared in Jerusalem, and besides throwing acold doyvhe of 
chilling discouragement over Lord Balfour's encouragement, bw told the 
Arabs, in so many words, that all this talk about a Jewish Naticnal Home 
was just bunkum. Ding, Balfour for the Jews! Dong, Amery for the 
Arabs! Although, said Mr. Amery, the Jews would be allowed to build a 
Home, it would be but a ramshackle, crazy strncture compared with the 
Arab National Home which was to be,in the hope of the Government, a great 
preponderant and overwhelmingedifice, dwarfing into comparative nothingness 
the Jewish National Home, upon whose future Lord Balfour had been so 
gloriously prophesying. 

Mr. Amery, moreover, told the deputation of Arabs that waited on him, 
that the Jewish National Home, if built at all, would have to be constructed 
-without imposing Jewish Nationality in a political sense on the inhabitants ~ . 3 
of Palestine. Since Jews are comprised in those inhabitants, it follows that > 
although the Arabs may impose Arab nafionality, in a political sense, on the 
inhabitants, apparently including Jews, Jews must not impose Jewish 
nationality, even upon themselves. The expression “A Natioual Home for 
Jews,” Mr. Amery went on to declare, “ means nothing more than that the 
present existing Jewish Communities should be able to fulfil their desire to 
live their own cultural life and to have an opportunity of developmg.” But 
the Colonial Secretary forgot—doubtless conveniently—that what the

a Churchill's statement also stressed the necessity of care being taken 
that immigration should not be permitted in such a measure as to endanger 
the economic condition of the country as a whole or the Arabs in particular. 
It is clear to me that the Government has devoted itself wholeheartedly to 
the welfare of the people of the country as a whole, and it is not true to 
suggest, as Sheikh Suleiman Faroukhy said, that the policy of the Admin- 
istration is directed at one object—namely, promoting Jewish Immigration. 
As far as I know, the Government has neither promoted nor devoted the 
money of the taxpayer to the formation of any Jewish settlement, but a few 
days ago, when I was passing through the upper part of Ghor, in the Jordan 
Valley, below Beisan, I found the Government busily engaged in transfer- 
ring Government land to Arab settlers. Sheikh Faroukhy also spoke about 
the police. I have assured myself that the state of security is far greater 
than it has ever been in the past, in consequence of which thousands of 
acres are under cultivation by the Arabs to-day, a fact which was impossible 
before. Great work has been done from the point of view of health which 
has largely benefited the Arab population and has led to an increase of that 
population. Then, again, in the last few years nearly 200 additional schools 
have been opened for Arab villagers, the money for which was found both 
hy the Arab and Jewish taxpayers, 

Reference was also made to the question of roads. TI find that in the 

_ list five years over 600 kilometres (375 miles) of roads connecting various 
villages were constructed, apart from main roads, with voluntary village 
Jabour, but with the help and supervision of the Government. These roads 
had been greatly to the advantage of Arab agriculturists. If the speaker 
suggests that the roads have been made under the kourbagh (whip) simply in 


order to help the Jewish settlements, I am sorry that he should put forward 
so untrue and silly a statement.

I have been going through the country and have 
seen On every side, not only in the Jewish colonies, but in all parts, signs of 
an mmerease in general prosperity. I have been to Nablus, Hebron, and 
Bethlehem, all non-Jewish centres. A great many new houses are being 
Huilt, and there are signs of incereasing population and prosperity. 
Perhaps the best test of whether the population is prosperous and 
progressive is the increase in the population. If it had been true that the 
: Moslem or Christian population was being oppressed and set back and that 
the Jews had been brought in in excessive numbers, then the Arabs would 
have dwindled and the Jews increased at their expense, but the population 
of Palestine in 1920 was 673,000, of whom 55,000 were Jews, while the 
population was now estimated at 806,000, of whom 108,000 were Jews. 
Under these conditions, there was no fear that the local population would be 
cutnumbered by Jewish immigration. 

I think the figures show that the British Government has done all in its 
power to help-the native population, bit part of this increase in prosperity 
is due to the capital wealth brought into the country by the Jews. As 
Colonial Secretary, I deal with. about forty Governments and countries 


mostly undeveloped, and the thing that all these countries ask for is more 
capital and more population. 


Communities in the remotest degree fulfils that promise, even so clever and 
skilful a debater as Mr. Amery would surely. find himself at some difficulty 
in attempting to explain.

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developing them in accordance with their desires and their powers, not by 
eufferance but as a matter of right. 

There are total abstainers, there are vegetarians, there are anti-tobacco- 
nists, to take at random three of the social sort. There are proportional 
representation communities, and those who are in favour of Protection in 
the region of politics. And one might multiply the instances galore —all 
forming “communities,” just as Jews do here and elsewhere throughout the 
Empire. It has never been suggested, at least for two or three centurtes, 
that they were not at liberty to live their own cultural life and to embrace 
every opportunity that presented itself of development. It is strange, 
indeed, that according to the view of Mr. Amery, Palestine, apparently, of 
all places under British administration, should be the one in which this mght 
should be questioned or should need such a document as the Balfour 
Declaration or the Mandate, in order to secure it. But then, to suppose 
anything of the kind, is really an insult at once to this great and glorious 
Empire and to the Jewish People. 

A Faise Bargain. 

For if the translation Mr. Amery puts upon the Declaration and the 
Mandate were really the true one, then both those instruments were clearly 
fraudulent, as fraudulent as any documents designed for obtaining something 
by false pretences for which any criminal has ever been sentenced. No, no! 


our English sense and the pride we have in the righteousness, the justice, the - 


truth and the honour upon which this great Empire has been built up, and 
by which it holds its credit among the nations of the world, forbid us beheve 
that England behaved, even in the exigencies of war, as Mr. Amery pictures 
her. But further, according to him, the Jewish National Home, if it is to 
be built up at all in Palestine, is to be raised subject to another limitation. 
It is obvious that there can be no Jewish National Home in Palestine, in 
present conditions, with Jews but a small minority in the country. Natural 
increase, since Arabs are endowed with that capacity if anything more 
profusely than Jews, would not correct the situation. Immigration, the 
bringing in of Jews into the country, is the only way. Yet Mr. Amery tells 
the Arabs that immigration is not to be permitted “in such measure as to 
endanger the economic condition of the country as a whole, or the Arabs in 
particular.’ What doesthatmean? Any immigration must, at least, to some 
extent, “ endanger ” the economic condition of the country, and of the Arabs 
in particular. It must do so if it, in any way (as it must) modifies the 
difference in the ratio of population comparing Arabs with Jews. So that 
the. Jews are bidden to pour money into the country, to bring to it all the 
prosperity and the improvements upon which Mr. Amery descanted, and in 
exchange to have the power and the opportunity of building up a Jewish 
National Home, providing it can do so with all the restraints and restrictions 
detailed by Mr. Amery! Well, there was a time in Jewish history when 
Jews were compelled to make bricks without straw ; but that was a com- 
paratively easy job when set beside that which Mr. Amery proposes for the 
Jewish people ! 

Because, remember, if the Jew were to turn round and say : “ This is 
pot the bargain! The agreement was, putting it simply, that I should pro- 
vide the money, the energy, the muscle and the brain necessary for the 
rebuilding of Palestine, my work to be for the general advantage of all 
inhabitants there. But there were to be given to me special facilities for 
building up there a Jewish National Home, for making Palestine the 
National Home of the Jewish people ; and the fourth clause of the 
Mandate set out the means by which that was to be accomplished. 
And that the only restraint placed upon me was that nothing should be 
done to prejudice the civil or religious rights of any non-Jewish 
inhabitants of the country, or the political status or rights of Jews in any 
other lands. I have been performing my part of the bargain and I am doing 
so now. You are not; and I call upon you to fulfil honourably your 
obligation.” If the Jew were to say something like that, instead of 
mustering every atom of his traditional ghetto spirit. putting up with every 
insult and degradation, and calling it an honour, because forsooth he was 
suffering it at the hands of the British Government, what would be his 
position ? He would immediately bring down upon himself the imprecatio: 
of certain Jews, even some of those professing and calling themselves 
Zionists who, for one reason or another, often more material than spiritual 
would shudder at the bare idea of offending the British Government. From 
the British Government, however, all the satisfaction he would get would 
be: “ Yah! Shylock ! daring to demand your pound of flesh !” 

The Churchill Memorandum. 


Now that is something of the Zionist situation to-day and it is very 
difficult to.see how it is going to be bettered. - Because, in fact, it is not Mr 
Amery who is to blame for the worse than nonsense that he spoke to the 
Arabs, or for the sheer hypocrisy in which he indulged. He merely quoted 
the Charchill Memorandum which the leaders of the Zionist Movement were 
browbeaten and bullied into accepting, and in concurring with which they 
absolutely sold the pass of the Movement. How can Dr. Weizmann, how 
can any Zionist leader, demand of the British Government that it shall carry 
out the original bargain, at least as faithfully as Jews have done and are 
doing ? He would be referred to his acceptance of the. Churchill Memoran- 
dum, and that would be a final argument. When that Memorandum became 
public property, we were. told by the leaders of the Zionist Organisation that 
it was merely evanescent, merely a phase and that it was the Mandate and the 
Declaration which.counted. We advise them to read the speech made last 
week to the Arab Deputation by the Colonial Secretary. 

Let us not be misunderstood. The laws of England are not as the laws of 
the Medes and Persians. The Government has a perfect right, indeed, it 
has an absolute duty, to alter or amend any policy upon which it may 
have entered and which it finds from experience was “{ll-chosen, or in any 


way inimical to the interests of the Empire. It has a perfect right, for 


instance, even to denounce a Treaty into which it has entered with another 


‘Power. But it clearly travels beyond the houn 1s of sheer right conduct as 


an administration, when it declares that it is pursuing its original policy 
while it is doing nothing of the kind. In the same way, it has no right to 
demand that the other party to a Treaty shall be bound by its provisions 
while it itself shall be free. That is an unheard-of proposition. If the 
Government came to the conclusion, as it evidently did before the Churchill 
Memorandwn was issued, that the policy adumbrated by the Balfour Declara- 
tion was a mistake, and that it could accept the Mandate only if it were first 
eviscerated by the Memorandum, then it should have said so, It was 
anuworthy of the Government of a great Empire to follow a course of 


pretence and make-believe, and it was equally unworthy of,.it to exploit and 

take advantage of the miserable weakness which it found at Zionist 

headquarters. 
Double Dealing. 

But these considerations, distressing at they are, whether. viewed from 
the Jewish or the English point of view, do not so nrtch perturb us. What 
does, is their effect upon the Jewish people and its future prospects. Let 
us say here that if it were held by the Government that the pursuit of the 
policyclearly intended in 197 would now. be inimical to the interests of 
Great Britain, we, for our part, would not, for a moment, suggest that Jews 
should press that policy upon the country. It might bea bitter thought that 
we had lost (or thrown away) a great opportunity. But: we are an ancient 
people, and terrible as is our world-position, urgent as is the necessity for 
the relief which many of us believe will only come with the suecess of 
Jewish Nationalism—we of all people have learnt to wait. 

That spirit among Jews, however, ought to evoke. ov the part.of the 
Government a corresponding consideration and respect.for us. But the 
Government tells us not that it finds the 1917 policy contrary to British 
interests, but that it stands by that policy. With that view we,of course. 
agree. As a matter of truth, however, the Government finds the 1917 
policy inconvenient ; but it finds it equally inconvenient definitely to drop 
it. So instead of pursuing the 1917 policy in reality, it but pretends, in 
words, to do so, while, in fact, it pursues quite another. Rotighly, it is the 
policy of urging, by all sorts of vague and indefinite speeches, the Jews to go 
on doing the upbuilding of Palestine, whi e at the same time taking care that 
-no means shall be afforded them of raising a Jewish National Home in any way 
. worthy of the interpretation of the term. Now, we say that that is not treating 


the Jewish people as fairly as it deserves. It is not consistent with the great- - 


ness of the country to purstie a course of humbug and make-believe, and we 
challenge anyone—Mr. Amery ineluded—not. merely to say so (which 1s 


. quite easy) but to give any reasonable proof that the policy of the Balfour 


Declaration can, by any process of logic or argument, be the analogue or 
equivalent of the policy of the Churchill Memorandum. 


The Jewish Position. 

And there is the Jewish side to the question which, to be sure, is one 
‘from which all things being equal we naturally most closely regard this 
-maiter. The Zionist Movement was founded to putan end to the system 
ander which Jewry had up till then existed. It was believed that only a 
rebuilding of the Jewish nation as a political entity would sensibly diminish 
its “ pain,’ and tend tothe solution of its own problems and the problems 
it has created among other peoples. With that end in view, the Movement 
decided to support and propagate the National idea, and to place as. mapy 
Jews as possible on the land in Palestine. But the Movement was never a 
‘Movement merely for the colonising and upbuildingof Palestine. Colonising 
Palestine was regarded only as a means whereby the Movement could 
progress. The essential part of the Movement was always and is the 
National idea. The establishment in Palestine of what ultimately would 
become a Jewish Commonwealth—the precise form matters nothing—an 
entity endowed with political power, with national rights—that was the key- 

jonism. 

and that was the policy everyone thought the British Government 
favoured when it issued the Balfour Declaration. Now, however, the 
Government, through Mr. Amery, tells us that it means nothing of the sort, 
and that all it proposes is that the Jewish Communities in Palestine may 
develop their cultural life. As a matter of fact, work of this kind is 
diametrically opposed to the Zionist idea. Zionism had seen enongh aad.to 
spare of Jewish communities developing their cultural life, so long as, for 
one reason or another, it suited those under whose power they remained. 
Community after community has thus risen, reached the heyday of -its 
glory, and then when the East wind blew there was nothing for it but forat 
to perish! For these communities had no independent rights, They 
had no independent being. They were im a state of symbiosis, 
and when the ivy became inconvenient to the oak the ivy. was cut down. 
Zionism sought to grow a Jewish sapling, which should develop inte 
a mighty independent tree. That is, of course, the difference between 
the national rights Zionism has always striven for and the permission. whieh 
Mr. Amery, om behalf of the British Government, gives to the Palestine 
Communities for the development of their cultural life. 


“Clean Politics.” 


Now, we have no doubt that what we have here said will set loose further 
reerimination and more name-calling. We shall be shouted at -as 
“extremists,” as “maniacs ’; and even our sheer Zionism some insolent fool 
will bring into doubt. But, moreover, there is a whole host of persons who 
have the temerity to call themselves Zionists, on the strength of their 
contending that anything done in’Palestine mustnecessarily be Zionism, who 
will say we want to go too far. Side by side with them we have those who 
are bitterly opposed to the national idea, and who like to pretend that it 
has nothing to do with Zionism. Well, all of these are welcome to 
their views ; and we will pay heed to them when they can employ 
better arguments than mere abuse. There is, however, yet. another 
class - persons who think that such a speech as that of Mr. Amery is only 
made to satisfy the Arabs, to “ dope ’ them and keep them quiet. They will 
wink knowingly and gleefully, and take delight at the thought that the 
Arabs have again been bull-dozed while Jews go on with what these people 
eall their work. Frankly, we think this an utterly mistaken view. _We do 
not believe that a British Minister like Mr. Amery, occupying the post he 
does, would recall the Churchill Memorandum for any such purpose. But 
to be, in any way,a party to such a policy, to connive, even passively, at 
such deception of those with whom it is of first-class importance that ye 
should work in Palestine hand in hand and in close co-operation, does not 
show the sort of spirit out of which a worthy Jewish National Home is 
going to be built up. Politics, yes ; but let us have clean politics and not 
miserable cheating and chicanery under the guise of politics, 

Our plea is for a fair, an open, au ingenvous understanding with the 
British Government, with the Arabs, and with the Jews. Our plea to the 
British Government is to deal fairly with the Jews. It cannot have it all 
its own way and expect that Jews are going to rebuild Palestine and as 2 
people get no quid pro quo. Our plea to the Arabs isto co-aperate with 
Jews in the great work of lifting their common: country from the dust of 
ages, so that it may flourish and prosper. And our-plea to Jews:is to stard 
firm by Jewish interests, to keep their eyes steadily upon the goal of their 
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national hope, not by reason of auy mere whim, not because of mere senti- 
ment, however va'u ble, but because of the sore and pressing need of our 
people. Our people must be rescued from their homeless wandering. ‘They 
must be saved from their extinction (and with their extinction that 
of all that is connoted by Judaism) which so ominously threatens, 
if present conditions remain. ‘They must he redeemed from a position that 
.eals upon every one of our children the eternal brand of political servitude. 
her must bé emancipated politically. They must be endowed with 
the independence and the strength derived from the independence of 
« national béing. Only thus can a beginning be made to the ending 
of our people's age-long sorrow. Only thus can we hope to place the 
Jewish people in better caso than they are. But let us not be bemused 
and confused and dazzled by words, or think that some simulacram of out 
irue purpose can in the long run do anything but deceive and finally over- 
. helm us with irreparable disaster. If we believe in Jewish Nationalism 
(ind every Zionist by professing and calling himself a Zionist inferentially 
.o proclaims himself, or he has no right to the title), then our business is to 
Jemand before all the world the rights Zionism is striving to obtain and, 
upou no consideration of a false diplomacy or of feckless opportanism, 


to pretend that we mean anything else than to help in crowning Israel once 


again with the glory of nationhood redeemed.

The Syrian Outbreak. 


OLD COLONISTS AND NEW. 

‘Tho Jcrusalem correspondent of the Tips in the course of a com- 
r.onication which appeared in yesterday's issue of that paper, accounts for 
ihe Syrian outbreak on the occasion of Lord Balfour's visit to Damascus, by 
the svinpathy of pohtical sentiment that exists between all Arabs. 

~The Balfour Declaration, it should be remembered (he says), is 

r-yarded by the Arabs in general as inimical not only to the interests of 
thor Palestinian brethren, bat also to the realisation of the dream of 
a co.foderation of Arab States, So when the author of that Declaration 
sl foot in Syria the Arabs there resolved to make his visit the occasion for 
the puble expression of the solidarity of feeling. between them and their 
Palestinian neighbours and of théir own resentment and disapproval of 
the poliey of dividing up Arabistan. 
_ Soine surprise has been expressed at the fact that Syria should have been 
tiv scone Of active agitation, while in Palestine, the land directly affected by 
the Declaration, purely pacific raeasures were adopted by thé Arab com- 
tunity. The explanation is very simple—it iles in the difference in 
character of the administration and in the relations of the people to their 
wimtnistraters in the two ceuntrics. 

in the first place there isa distinctly military atmosphere about Syria 
that 1s totally lacking in Palestine. The former zone gives the impression 
of a vast camp; at every step one runs into French officers, French soldiers, 
and the various appurtenances of a military administration. Palestine, on 
the other hand, presents a most peaceful aspect, Nowhere does onc see any 
signs of military control or activity. Secondly, the Syrians are, in common 
with their brethren elsewhere, dissatisfied with their political lot nnd with 
the ‘cme under which they live. In Palestine the dissatisfaction that 
fxs's is not with the administration,-bat purely withthe policy that it is 
Called upon to carry out. : 

As was to be expected, the action taken by the Arabs in Syria has not 
een without its effect on the Arabs in Palestine. They are moved by this 
evidence of solidarity and sympathy with’ their cause; and among the 
younger members there isa movement towards some more active expression 
of f celing than has hitherto béen shown.”

and aggressive. At Benjamina, Nahalal, Balfouria, and Rosh Pina, 
there was by no means the same discipline, the same restraint, and 
there were distinct indications of Communist, even Bolshevist, ten- 
dencies. Nor were the official speeches at the various receptions always 
couched in the happiest language. At times neither the sentiments 
expressed nor the language used were such as to have a soothing effect on 
the susceptible and suspicious Arab mind. In their enthusiasm and in their 
pride of race and achievement the speakers seemed indeed completely to 
forget that their speeches would be reproduced in the Press of the very 
element for whose collaboration on the basis of mutual confidence they 
professed themselves in the same breath to be so desirous. To Western 
ears the cumulative effect of these utterances was, to say the least of it, 
irritating, and the experience at these receptions serves to explain toa great 
extent why Arab soreness with, and distrust of, the Zionists still continues.’ 


The Earl of Balfour’s Return. 

Lord Balfour received an enthusiastic weleome at Victoria Station last 
Friday on his return from Palestine. Although there was no formal reception 
own wish was against any demonstration —many hundreds of admirers 
and members of the Zionist Movement gathered around the platform, and the 
cheering which broke out when Lord Balfour, who looked very bronzed and 
well, stepped off the trait lasted some minutes...

harmoniously with the Arabs. In fact, it is coming, and I think it would be 
there pow and a!l would be well af theagitators would leave the Arabs alone."

“Tt is a great and historic event which is taking place in Jerusalem,” said 
the Premier, “and I can well understand how that event must fill the soul 
of everyone of the Jewish race with pride and with hope and expectancy. 
I can hardly think of anything which really is more appropriate, more fitting, 
than that the Jewish race, almost immediately on its repossessing itself of its

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Zionist History. 
GERMANY AND THE MOVEMENT. 

In last Saturday's Srrcrator there appeared a communication from 
Mr. Isracl Cohen, addressed from the Zionist Organisation. It referred toa 
very excellent letter that had appeared in our contemporary’s previous issue 
from Mr. Sol Goldberg, of Leeds, a sturdy Zionist, who was earnestly sup- 
porting the Movement at its very initiation when some of those who now 
ostentatiously parade themselves as its protagonists either ignored its call 
entirely or paid to it little attention. In the course of his letter, Mr. 
Goldberg said, referring to the Balfour Declaration,“ We then had a more 
firm offer with regard to Palestine from Germany.” Everyone who was 
at the time interested in Zionist matters was informed of the great efforts 
that were being made by German Zionists to obtain some promise from the 
German Government as toe Zionist work in Palestine in the event of the 
Central Powers winning the war. The negotiations were largely conducted 
by that old and tried Zionist, Dr. Bodenheimer. And, moreover, they 
followed, in a sense, traditional Zionist policy, because it will be recollected 
how Dr. Herzl took the opportunity of the ex-Kaiser's visit to Palestine to 
place the Zionist Cause before that monarch. - | : 

When Mr. Goldberg writes of “a more firm offer,” he probably means 
one that would have been more firmly abided by. However, it is an open 
secret that the German Government did promise Dr. Bodenheimer and his 
friends that it would use its best endeavours with its ally Turkey for facilitat- 
ing means whereby Zionism might carry on its work. It is also well known 
that. as Mr. Cohen points out in his letter, the German General Staff urged 
the advantage of promising the Jewish restoration of Palestine, and that, in 
the autumn of 1917, “the German Government were making the most 
serious efforts ‘to capture the Zionist Movement.’"" So much Mr. Cohen 
concedes by a quotation from an official volume he mentions, and it there- 
fore strikes us as absurd for him to dance upon Mr. Goldberg and demand 
on what authority he “ makes this allegation.” 

Some Unfortunate Implications. 

Mr. Cohen, however, is not content with this. He goes on to say: 

It is difficult to conceive how the German Government could captiire 

a Movement the headquarters of which were entirely beyond its sphere 

of operations. The leaders of the Zionist Movement were then, as now, 

in London, and no offer of any kind reached them from Germany. 

This is, to say the least, unfortunate. Because, in 1917, as a matter of fact, 
the headquarters of the Movement were in Berlin. The Executive Com- 
mittee had been appointed by the Vienna Congress, which met in August, 
i913, the last before the war; and it consisted of Professor Dr. Otto 
Warburg, Dr. Arthur Hantke, Dr. Victor Jacobson, Dr. Schmarya Levin, 
Mr. Nahum Soolow, and the late Dr. Tschlenow. It is quite true 
that, in consequence of the war and the difficulty of carrying on 
communication between country and country, various local arrange- 
ments were made and a bureau was started by the Executive 
in Copenhagen. In consequence, also, of the negotiations with the British 
Government, which began in January, 1917, a bureau, with Dr. Weizmann 
at its head, was set up in London. But it had not the least official sanction ; 
for no member of the Actions Committee, as appointed by the Congress, 
was a member of it ; and, on the other hand, Dr. Weizmann did not become 
a member of the Executive Committee of the Movement until—writing from 
. memory—1919. Mr. Cohen must have forgotten all this, but he could 
easily have found it duly recorded in Mr. Sokolow's “ History of Zionism.” 

We feel sure and certainly hope that he had no intention of deceiving 
the SPECTATOR, a paper which, although not friendly to Zionist aspirations, 
is, as Tur Jewisn Caroniccie put it last week, eminently fair even in its 
prejudices. In any case, no advantage to the Zionist Movement can accrue 
by a public statement made up of mis-statements. There is nothing of 
which Zionism need be ashamed in the efforts made by our German fellow- 
ecews—men who have played a splendid part in the Movement, and have 
made untold sacrifices for it—endeavouring to utilise the position that had 
arisen in Germany for its benefit, just as did the Jews in America and as 
did, with such brilliant success, so far as it went, the Jews in England.

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Social Work Among Jewish Youth. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF INQUIRY. 

The Committee of Inquiry into questions of social work among Jewish 
youth, which was appointed in November last by a Council of Managers of 
a large number of organisations dealing with Jewish lads and young men, 
has issued its report and recommendations. The members of the Committee 
are Major H. L. Nathan (Chairman), Mr. J. A. Wolfe (Hon. Secretary), and 
Messrs. FE. M. Halsted, Basil L. Q. Henriques, Ernest M. Joseph, O.B.E., 
Lawrence Jacobse, and Richard 8S. Makower. 

The report expresses the view that the formation of a Central Council 
ef Jewish Boys’ and Young Men's Institutions is bighly desirable. Not 
only,” it declares, “ could sach an organisation be of the gredtest use in co- 
ordinating the work of the various institutions and in prev enting overlapping 
but it could also provide assistance to the clubs in many directions. ss 
Iu addition, it would enable all the institutions to speak witha united voice 
in regard to public questions, and would be able to keep the public informed 
as to the services and needs of the Boys’ and Men's Club Movement.” It 18, 
pointed out, however, that a necesrary condition for the success of the 
Council is that it should have no power to interfere with the internal policy 
er organisation of any institution. 

In the scheme as at present drafted, no provision is made for the 
inclusion of Girls’ Organisations, although it is hoped that some central 
organisation of girls institutions may be formed, with which the Council 
would work in the ¢losest co-operation. Among the functions of the 
Executive Committee are to be 


Iv collect information on all sabjects that may be of interest to any of the 
inetitutions, and to make thie information available by publishing periodic 


bulletins and supplying information and advice on any subject at the request of 

To arsist in every way possible the formation of new institutions. 

To make known and to popularise the work of the institutions by means of 
propaganda, articles in the Press, displays, publications, and such other means as 
may be found possible. : 

To take such step§ as may be considered desirable to obtain workers for the 

To recommend workers to the various institutions which need them. 

To keep in touch with After-Care and Care Committees, Headmasters, Empioy- 
ment Bureaux. ete, with a view to recruiting members for existing Institutions 
and to discovering where need may exist for new Institutions, . 

To collect and allot funds exciusively for the purposes of the Council. 

For this purpose, sub-committees are to be appointed to deal with (a) 
religion and education; (4) recreation and sport; (¢) co-operative buying and 
camps; (¢) employment and delinquents; and (¢) workers’ clubs. In regard 
to the recreation and sports’ sub-committee, it is hoped that this commitice 
will co-operate as far as possible with the J.A.A. It is hoped that the 
co-operative buying and camps’ committee may be able to organise a perma- 
nent week-end camp. Great importance is attached to the workers’ club 
enb-committee. which is intended to found a social club for workers of the 
Tostitutions, where mutual assistance and co-operation can be fostered.

‘Modern Boys’ Clubs and the Young Idea.” 


LECTURE BY MR. DENIS ISRAEL. 


Last Sunday m the Oak Room of the Hotel Great Central, Mr. Denis 
DBD. G. Israel read a paper on the above-named subject to the Maccabeans. 
Mr. Ernest M. Joseph, O.B.E., presided. 

Mr. Isrart said that to his mind one of the chief functions of a club 
whould be to counteract the ignorance and narrowness of view of the average 
boy found in such clubs. By ignorance, he did not mean lack of education. 
The trouble about the average boy’s parents was that they were so 
essentially foreign—many could hardly talk English—that they could 


not impart to their children English ideas and ideals, and’ the club— 


could do a great deal to remedy this deficiency. Unfortunately, nothing 
could remedy it eompletely, because those ideas and ideals could not 


be sufficiently well grounded if they were not inherited. Orie example of * 


that was patriotism, which at avy rate in its inception was largely a matter 


of instinct. Another thing Clubs had to contend with was the tendency of © 


the parents to “coddle” their sous, The ideal arrangement was not for the 
managers to run the Club, however efficiently they might do it, but for the 
older members to run it themselves. Another highly important object of a Club 
was the broadening of the boys’ general outlook. It was very difficult to 
deal with that topic with any. degree of definiteness, because the basis of 
eperations was simply the personality of the managers. However, it was 
sasier to define some of the characteristics that were of most 
value to a manager. One that was of paramount importance was 
Nhat he should have English ideas and ideals. He was fully aware 
that the importance of that was a controversial pomt, but it was one 
on which he felt very strongly. He did not for one moment suggest that 
pride in being a Jew should be in any way eclipsed, or even challenged, by 


that of being an Englishman, but he did say emphatically that the two ought 
to be combined and not brought into conflict. It was nothing. short Be } 


calamity to hear hoys and girls born, educated, and permanently living i 
England as English citizens using the word English as sanaaaett tee 
Christian. Referring to religion in clubs, Mr. Israel said that there had 


generally becn a tendency in clubs to overstrese Judaism to the extent that , 


it had tended to overshadow the importance of making Jews decent British 
citizens and making them realise their responsibilities towards this country 

Religion might perhaps be divided into two classes—private and public, or. in 
other words, the religion of the family in the home and the religion of the com- 
munity in the synagogue and elsewhere.

Law Cases. 


Alleged Assault on Harrer Dopsoy, a school 
teacher of Driffield, was summoned at Hull by the parents of Jacob 
Finestein, of 437, Hessle Road, for assault. Mr. Lewenstein stated that the 
boy was nearing the end of his final term and was in the highest 
standard at the Somerset Street School. As the result of a quarrel 
between the boys in the schoolroom, Dolison called - Finestein out, 
and without saying a word deliberately hit him on the head and neck 
several times. Later the boy was sent to a clinic, and from there he 
went to the Royal Infirmary, where he was treated for nearly a week for 
injury to his eye. Questioned by Mr. Lancaster, for the defence, Finestein 
denied he had been troublesome. Dr. Jones said he examined the boy on 
March 30th, five weeks after the alleged assault, and found a lump behind 
the ear, which must have heen caused by considerable violence. There were 
also signs of hemorrhage in the right eye, and when he examined the boy 
again on April 17th the eye was not better. Finestein complained of head- 
aches and dizziness, and this would be caused by the condition of the eye. 
Mrs. Finestein, the mother of the boy, stated that she had five children 
attending the school, and said the teacher admitted striking her son with 
the palm of his hand. A schoolboy said that the teacher struck Finestein 
about twenty times. The Head Prefect of the school also supported 
Finestein’s story of his assault. In dismissing the summons, the Stipendiary 
remarked that the schoolboys’ evidence had been conflicting and he thought 
Finestein had merely received a “ cuffing.” As the boy’s parents were of 
the Jewish faith, they had an extraordinary affection for their children, and 
of course had been unduly concerned. If the boy had received the punish- 
ment alleged he would not have been able to resume after playtime 
which in fact he did. | | 


“ Christian” Jewess and Her Neighbours.—Before the Bromley 
(Kent) magistrates, Mra. Sarah Freeman, proprietress of a tea-shop in The 
Broadway, summoned Mrs. Surrwoop and Mr. G. Caw ey, her neighbours, 
for assaulting her. Complainant stated, in the course of her evidence, that 
Cawley was the owner of the house in which she lived, and that he said to 
her, * Why don't you get out of that house.’ She denied that she had made 
accusations against Mrs. Sherwood, and, in reply to further questions, 
said: “ They want to get me out of the neighbourhood. I am a 
‘Christian’ Jewess, and they cannot bear me living a good life. I was 


‘ brought up strictly to love God, and I do only what is right.” After 


further evidence had been given, the Chairman said that the Bench were of 
opinion that the assaults were not proved, and the summonses would be 
dismissed,

Fraudulent Trading Charge: Sentence.— Before the Recorder, at 
the Central Criminal Court, last week, sentence of eighteen months’ imprison- 
ment in the second division was passed on SAM Brown, 57, an agent, who 
pleaded “ Guilty” to an indictment charging him with obtaining, between 
August and October, 1922, goods by false pretences. The value of the goods 
was stated to be £3,385. Particulars of the case have appeared in 
previous issues of this paper. 


Alleged Long Firm Frauds.— Last week, at the North London Police 
Court, Lronarp Harvey, 48, a dealer, and his son, Jack Lronanrp 
HARVEY, fF, a poultry dealer, of Devonshire Street, Mile End, and Joseri 
DELMONT, 32, a dealer, of Jupps Road, Bow, were charged on a warrant with 
conspiring to defraud poultry arid egg dealers, between February, 1924, and 
March of this year. Formal evidence of the occupation of various premises 
for brief periods having been given, the magistrate, Mr. Samuel Pope, 
adjourned the hearing, and allowed all the acéused bail. One of the alleged 
bogus firms mentioned was the Jewish Poulterers’ Supply Company, Silver 
Street, Stepney. | 

 Long-Firm Fraud : Heavy Sentence.-.Lovis Zeperpaum, 38, cabinet 
maker, remanded on bail, was found guilty before the Common 
Serjeant (Sir H. F.. Dickens, K.C.), at the Central Criminal Court on 
Tuesday, on an indictment charging him with obtaining timber by 
false pretences.. The Common Serjeant sentenced the defendant to 
three years’ penal servitude. Mr. G. W. H. Jones and Mr. Goodman 
prosecuted; Mr. Abinger and Mr. Cremin appeared for the defence. 
The defendant pleaded “Not Guilty,” and the hearing of the case 
occupied several days. The Common Serjeant, in passing sentence, said: I~ 
don’t know whether the public realise the millions—I am not exaggerating -— - 
the millions of money which have been lost by traders through “ long-firm ” 
frauds. I haye come to the conclusion that I must act in all fhese cases 
with great severity, because we have got to stamp it out. We can only 
do so by making an example. 


Charged with Iliegal Possession.—At the Dublin District Court, 
Maurice BaiGer, of 9, Wellington Place, Dublin, was charged with being 
illegally in possession of two suit cases, a lady's coat, a bale of tweed, motor 
accessories, @ silver flask, and articles of underwear. When questioned by 
the police, the defendant said that he bought the bale of tweed from «a 
traveller four years ago, and the flask from a Mr. A. Lennon nineteen years 
ago. Mr. G. H. O'Reilly, who appeared for the defence, said he had been 
instructed that a satisfactory explanation would be made at the proper time. 
Hé offered to give bail of £200, The police objected to any bail, and 
defendant was remanded in custody.

This week the late. Spring season begins with an abundance of 
eoncerts, and many of them introduce comparatively new-comers to the 
West-end concert world. 

It needs some courage for an artist to give a programme entirely com- 
posed of her own compositions. But Miss Martha Servine, essayed this task 
at Wigmore Hall last week, assisted by Miss Lillian Humphreys. That Miss 
Servine has the ability to compose vocal music was shown in several of her 
songs, notably in “ The Venetian Fisherman.” But she is apt to forget the 
actual melody while building up a complex accompaniment which too often 
detracts from the text.

Mr. Ayrton possesses a voice of fine 
quality and tonal range, and his abilities to sing expressively have already 
been exploited “before the microphone.” This possibly is responsible for 
his excellent delivery, while his previous wide concert experience has 
provided him with a repertoire rich in variety and, therefore, popular with 
his audiences. 

Mdme. Adelina Delines, who gave a recital on Thursday week at Molian 
Hall, provided a thoroughly Continental programme of French, Italian, 
German, and English songs, and in each group displayed not only a clear 
technical control of tone but an excellent gift of phrasing. The two examples 
of modern song writing, Gustave Holsts “ The Heart Worship,” and Hahn's 
“ Infidelite” were particularly well rendered, and Mr. Frederick Kiddle’s 
accompaniments were as artistic as usual. 

Excellent work was done by Miss Ethelwyn Weager iu collaboration 
with Mr. Rae Robertson at Wigmore Hall last week. Their programme 
thowed considerable diversity. Miss Weager is inclined to exhibit too much 
attention to meticulous detail, but the results are not thereby prejudiced.
